The temporary driver receipt
shall state the date of issue, shall be elearly marked “NOT VALID FOR
IDENTIFICATION,” and shall be validated for the operation of a vehi-
cle for a stated period of up to 60 days from the date issued, The persen
may complete his or her license application within this period by present-
ing proof of the person’s name, date and place of birth in aceordance with
sub. (8) (a). For good cause shown, the department may renew the driv-
ing receipt once for an additional period of no more than 30 days, This
suhsection does not prohibit a person from proceeding under sub.

(7) GENERAL DOCUMENT CONDITIONS. All documents offered by per-
sons applying for licenses in accordance with this section shall be original
documents, unless otherwise expressly allowed. Certified copies of gov-
ernment documents shall bear an original certification and the seal of the
appropriate agency, or otherwize exhibit evidence to the satisfaction of
the department that the document is an authentie, accurate and unal-
tered copy of the original government document. Mutilated, altered or
uncertified photocopies of documents are not acceptable.

(8) FOREIGN LANGUAGE DOCUMENTS. Documents offered to meef the
requirements of sub. (3) or (4) which are in a foreign language shall be
accompanied by a photocopy of the foreign language document, to be
retained by the department, and by a written English language transla-
tion, on the form provided by the department, that is certified as aceu-
rate by the translator, The person applying for a license may not certify
the translation. The administrator may waive the written translation if
the translation is made by an authorized and quallﬁed employe of the
department.
